STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIBTY 



Students for a Democratic Society, commonly knovrn 
as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention held 
durinj: June, 19G2, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an initial 
posture of "participatory democracy," Mai-xist-Lsninist 
ideology of various shadins-s became predominant during 
19SS-1960 v/ith debate centering on how best to create a 
revolutionary youth novenent. SDS noved fron involveasnt in 
the civil ris'lts stru^sle to an anti-Vietnam war position to 
advocacy of a mjllitant anti-lmper ralist line lin]:ing up the 
oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America with the 
black liberation n-.oveir.ent in the United States. All major 
factioniS within SDS cn-.brace Marxism-Leninism and identify 
internationr.lly with China, Cuba and North Vietnam as 
countrioa loading the v.orldv.ido stru:;gles against the United 
States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as imperialist 
and vith the Coriisunist Party, United States of America, 
"revisionist" in nature. 

SDS operated under a national constitution v-hlch 
called for an annual National Coiivention (KC) and quarterly 
K.-itioiial Council msctings wherein prograins were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Comciittee to run the organization, 
negional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
tlic national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"Hew Left Kotes") last appeared in December, X9G9. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 15C8 - 19GD and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1069, NC: 
Tfoatlierman, '.Vorker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth ..Movement (Ry;.!) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some all igned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely^, 
and changed names.

At this conference It was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) , characterized as a mass antl-imper lallst 
youth organization, said ornanizatlon belnc proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and , content from SDS. The 
"Pi-inciplos of Unity" adopted by the conference Included a 
struggle against white suprcnacy and male supremacy; fights 
against inper ialism, anticoramunisn, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
all "oppressed nations," al.'io support of the right of all 
"oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense." 
It was agreed that RYM v-ould not be a llarxlst-Leninlst 
orgaiiiiration; ho'.'cvrr, source said thin was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough In forn to bo 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (1,'SC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970.

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Initially called the "Action Faction," tTeatherman 
came Into being inr.edlately before the June, .1969, Students 
for a Cowocratic Society (SDS) National Convention (KC) . 
At this NC vreatherman tron all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Cominittee as well. 
Subsequently, thoy took over the SDS National Office (MO) 
in Chicago, and controlled Its funds, paper and national 
records. Although internal strusgle existed until late 1969, 
Veatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June, 19G9, until its NO closed in February, 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. 

The term ^Teatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherniin to Knor Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 19r>ri). This stat«?r<rnt outlined the basic 
stance of V;eatherr.an: llarxlst-I.eninist in content but with 
stronjf advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
v.'ith an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is to 
make revolution. 

During October, 1969, Weatherman riots In Chicago 
resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action and related 
charges. A program of armed struggle was finalized during a 
December, 1969, "V/ar Council" v/herein terrorist tactics and 
political assassination were contemplated. The- basic strength 
of Vfeatheriaan v<as then revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally 
and geographically apportioned to the liidv/cst, IJew York, and
